Rights-of-Way Necessary 


Before the meeting of the county commissioners court 
next Monday County Judge A. S. McSwain hopes to have 
gathered information to present at the meeting on the 
m atter of the right-of-way for Highway No. 6 from Bryan 
to B en eh ley, for which a new route has been approved. 
If this is secured it must be with the cooperation of the 
landowners whose holdings lie along the proposed route 
and the work of Judge McSwain this week will be a follow­ 
up of that begun last Saturday when a considerable num­ 
ber of these landowners met at the court house and a 
good proportion of them agreed to cooperate with county 
officials in this work. 
There is good reason for the cooperation of all citi­ 
zens who can aid in this work. 
The stretch of road to be 
built between Bryan and Bcnchley is but a small part of 
the total mileage which the state highway commission will 
construct, as a result of the action of Brazos county voters 
last Septem ber in voting bonds in the sum of $500,000 as 
the county’s share in the construction of Highway No. 6 
north and south through the county and Highway No. 21 
east and west from one border Of Brazos to the other. 
The total mileage is approximately 58 miles and on most 
of this, there is reason to believe, rights-of-way will have 
to be obtained and the county Is bound to be at some ex­ 
pense in this even if the land is all given by citizens whose 
holdings are located on these routes. 
The county has a fund of $24,000 which may be used 
in securing this right-of-way. 
This figures a little more 
than $400 per mile of proposed new highway and anyone 
who knows anything of realty values, even in the less fer­ 
tile and prosperous sections of B razos county, knows that 
such a sum would not go far in acquiring title to land tor 
road purposes.

land is given for new routes and changes have been made 
in farm properties incident to turning over this land to the 
county and state.

In the campaign preceding the bond issue 
election, which campaign was conducted on a high plane, 
there was more good will generated among all classes and 
types of citizens in Brazos county and a keener sense eft 
our interdependence and of the fact that there can be no 
stable growth and development if it is for one section at 
the expense of another, than ever before was recorded in 
this county as a result of any public movement. 
At this time, when we approach the beginnings of the 
improvements that will put Brazos county on a par with 
other progressive counties in the state from an angle of 
good roads and when we are actually at the dawn of an 
era of improvement and development that should mean 
much to every citizen, there is perhaps greater need than 
ever for the spirit of cooperation that was so evident last 
fall. 
No citizen in Brazos county will fail to benefit from 
the permanent improvement of the road system of the 
county, 
lf this improvement fails for any reason, there 
is no resident, and especially no property holder, who will 
not suffer. 
In fact, those who have most to gain or most to 
lose are those who will he in closest contact with the new 
highways.

Although much has been said of the short cotton crop 
and of the low price as factors in bringing about an un­ 
welcome economic condition for many Texas farm ers and 
business men, yet figures given out by the federal depart­ 
ment of agriculture give reason to still class Texas as a 
billion dollar state agriculturally. 
These figures, too, em­ 
phasize the fact that more and more diversification is be­ 
ing practiced and after studying them there is reason to 
believe that this development aided materially in prevent­ 
ing the agricultural situation in the state from becoming 
more serious than it admittedly is. 
The report of the federal department estimates that 
67 principal crops raised in Texas brought the farm ers a 
little more than $610,500,000. 
The leading competitor 
ot Texas, the great corn growing state of Iowa, realized 
$510,000,000 from its crops. 
The total value of agricul­ 
tural products the country over, as reported by the depart­ 
ment, was only slightly more than in 1028. 
The 1920 
figures are $7,678,019,000 compared with $7,611,278,000 
in 1928. 
But in Texas the value of farm production drop­ 
ped about $145,000,000, caused almost entirely by the 
short cotton crop and lower prices. 
Last year the yield 
was approximately 3,500,000 bales, compared with more 
than five million in 1928 and the record crop of 5,628,000 
bales in 1925. 
B ut while the cotton picture of 1929 was a gloomy 
one there was a brighter side to the agricultural produc­ 
tion story. 
Returns from most the other principal crops 
— wheat, foodstuffs, potatoes, green vegetables and fruit 
— increased in 1929. 
The production of vegetables and 
of fruits was materially higher and the wheat crop, ap­ 
proxim ately 37,5 00 ,00 0 bushels, was a record one for the 
state and most farm ers are said to have received fairly 
satisfactory prices. 
The corn harvest was below the av­ 
erage but other feed crops— among them the grain sor­ 
ghum s— more than offset this loss. 
In addition there was 
more hay and such legumes as soy beans and cow peas— 
tine roughage for m eat anim als and dairy cows— grown in 
J929 than before and there should be increases in these 
crops this year, as many Texas farm ers are still shipping 
in corn from Iowa to feed out their live stock. 
The figures given by the federal departm ent do not 
take into consideration such iterne as the returns front 
m eat animals, dairy products, wool and mohair, which 
m ight well be classified as agricultural products, 
lf these 
are figured in then Texas is in the billion dollar class ag­ 
riculturally for J9 2 9 , just as she was for 1928. 
But the most important phase of the record of the ac­ 
tivities of last year, from an agricultural point o f view, 
was the growth in production of dairy products, the plant*
